Congress Closed with Much 
Unfinished Work on Its Slate 

Closing Friday. not in a blaze of glory, 
but in a filibustering Babel, the Sixty-ninth 
Congress left much undone. It is true that 
some important measures had been enacted, 
but a handicap was laid on many necessary 
government activities by the giving of pref- 
erence to talk over action. 

Tariff and revenue investigations, shale 
oil surveys, study of the production and 
application of insecticides and fungicides, 
settlement of the aged problem of alien 
property—these are but a few of the matters 
which must be held up because of failure to 
approve the necessary appropriations. It is 
gratifying to know that the foreign trade 
studies and service of the Department of 
Commerce were more favorably treated. 

Out of a multitude of proposed legisla- 
tion designed to increase the efficiency of 
the prohibition law, and in certain instances 
to reduce it still further to a minimum of 
efficacy, only one measure was passed. This 
is the bill that will reorganize the adminis- 
tration of the law. The calendar of the 
dying senate still retained the Goff bill 
backed by the treasury to put more teeth 
in the Volstead act. The Graham bill, quite 
similar in its terms, died on the house cal- 
endar. The Edwards bill prohibiting the 
use of poisons in denaturing alcohol, which 
was introduced a few weeks ago, was buried 
in the Senate Committee on Manufactures 
which refused even to hold hearings upon it. 
Scores of bills and resolutions affecting pro- 
hibition in one way or another, most of them 
sponsored by active “wets,” died in the 
senate and house judiciary committees. 

A bill of importance to drug and chem- 
ical interests was passed and was signed by 
the President in the closing days of the ses- 
sion, the so-called “‘caustic acid” bill re- 
quiring the placing of poison labels on a 
long list of acids and alkalies. 

The resale price-maintenance bill, actively 
supported by many trade associations, died 
in the House Committee on Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce. 

Muscle Shoals legislation, which has been 
a subject of controversy for several sessions, 
again failed of action, with bills and resolu- 
tions left on the calendars of the two houses 
at the finish as well as others in the Senate 
Committee on Agriculture, and all bids re- 
jected by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs. 

Important legislation enacted at last win- 
ter’s long session included the 1926 revenue 
act which, besides reducing income taxes, 
provided for the gradual reduction in the 
tax on alcohol and eliminated and reduced 
various other excise taxes. 

Inquiries conducted during the life of this 


Congress included one last winter by the

eign Commerce into raw materials con- 
trolled by foreign monoplies. Embraced in 
this investigation was the question of Amer- 
ican dependence on Chilean nitrates. In its 
closing days, the house ordered the Federal 
Trade Commission to find out why price 
uniformity is so prevalent in the cottonseed 
market. The petroleum industry and the 
fertilizer industry, also, got some attention, 
vocal, at least, in the growing congressional 
investigatory habit. 

Century-old habits and precedents are 
difficult to eradicate or change. But, it 
seems that the simplification activities of 
the administrative branch of the govern- 
ment might well be directed toward the pro- 
cedure in the legislative branch. 





Fertilizer Industry Offers One of 
Chemistry’s Biggest Opportunities 
All bids for the private utilization of the 
Muscle Shoals property for the production 
of fertilizer materials and other chemicals 
were rejected in the last days of the recent 
Congress. Muscle Shoals had already been 
passed up as unsatisfactory in private plans 
for one of the largest developments in this 
direction to be undertaken in the United 
States. It may be assumed, therefore, that 
the outlook for better bids than those re- 


jected is not particularly promising. 
Whether this will eventually mean the 


operation of the shoals plant as a govern- 
mental fertilizer undertaking is still a mat- 
ter of conjecture. But, one thing is certain: 
the possibilities for chemical industrial 
development in this country are, at least, 
as large in the fertilizer field as in any other ; 
for the future of the fertilizer industry— 
and it holds out a promise of great expan- 
sion—depends fundamentally on the con- 
tributions of chemistry to the production of 
efficient plant foods. 

Development in the fertilizer industry, a 


matter of more recent incidence, follows 
closely the lines along which higher effi- 


ciency and lower costs have been attained in 
many other branches of applied chemistry. 
Recognition of the real value of concentra- 
tion in plant foods has wrought a funda- 
mental change in the selection of component 
materials, and the contributions in this line 
are being sought with the idea of a high- 
analysis finished product foremost in mind. 
The old order is rapidly passing. 
Significant, indeed, is the recent develop- 
ment of the combination chemical fertilizers 
containing the three essential elements, ni- 
trogen, phosphorus, and potash, in close 
association. ‘These are not new compounds, 
in a chemical sense. They are nothing other 
than combinations of potassium nitrate 
(saltpeter) and ammonium phosphate. But, 
their production in combination is new. And 
therein lies the potentiality of real develop- 
ment in the fertilizer industry. It is little 


eporfer 
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wonder that member firms of the German 
Potash Syndicate are preparing rapidly to 
follow the dye-industry trust into this prom- 
ising field. 

Supplying a direct chemical fertilizer that 
is satisfactory is not, it seems, a simple mat- 
ter of getting into production on an appro- 
priate chemical compound. The producers 
of natural sodium nitrate are not without 
logical argument for the superiority of their 
product over the synthetic nitrogenous ma- 
terial. It has been declared, and by the di- 
rector of the German public health service, 
at that, that the replacing of the natural 
nitrate in fertilizers with a synthetic nitro- 
genous compound has brought about an in- 
crease in the prevalence of goiter in Ger- 
many by eliminating the iodine supplied to 
food plants in the use of Chilean nitrate. 
The director has urged the need for adding 
iodine to the newer fertilizer mixtures. But, 
this has not offered an advantage to the 
Chilean nitrate producers: it is possible to 
introduce the iodine as a side-product in 
German potash. 

Discovery of a natural deposit of a nitro- 
gen-phosphorus-potash mineral in Colorado 
has been announced. This made-to-order 
fertilizer is being studied by the United 
States Geological Survey, and the results 
may be of particular interest in spite of the 
skepticism with which the discovery is now 
viewed. It is far from likely that this ma- 
terial, even though it prove to contain the 
essential elements of a plant food in avail- 
able form, will have any appreciable effect 
on the need for expansion in the chemica! 
production of fertilizers. 

In the light of existing conditions, it is 
easy to assume that production of fertilizer 
materials, as has been the case in other 
branches of the chemical industry, can be 
developed much more rapidly than con- 
sumption of fertilizer can be increased. But, 
there is a big field for the application of 
sales-promoting efforts in the fertilizer in- 
dustry. The world is the market, and the 
average of consumption in most of the sec- 
tions closest to hand is far below what it 
might be. So, the fertilizer industry is not 
dying; although its condition is not char- 
acterized by any particular display of vi- 
tality. It will respond well to proper 
stimulation. 


Prohibition Law Gets New Trial 
UnderAdministrative Reorganization 


Supervision of the enforcement of the na- 
tional prohibition law has finally been sep- 
arated from the revenue-collecting activities 
of the Department of the Treasury, and the 
statutory outlawing of intoxicating bever- 
ages is to be given a new trial. Perhaps it 
may be assumed that those who have con- 
tended that the case of the prohibition law 
was not properly presented at the bar of 
public opinion may, for a time, at least, be 
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content to let the case proceed on its merits. 
It is the part of industry to be still more 
watchful of the tendency to lay the blame 
for prohibition-enforcement shortcomings at 


the wrong door. 


Any law, which requires and authorizes 
such an extensive exercise of administrative 
interpretation and decision as does the pro- 
hibition act. must depnend for the manner

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Medicinal Spirits Bill 


Dies in Legislative Jam 


Whisky Distilling Measure Fails 
Of Action in Senate After 
Passage by House 


WASHINGTON, March 3, 1927. 

The Hawley medicinal spirits bill, H. R. 
17130, was caught in the legislative 
of the closing days of the session in the 
Senate. With all night fiilibusters in 
progress involving other legislation there 
was no chance whatever to obtain its 
consideration. 

The House March 1 passed the bill by 
a vote of 209 to 151, with two recorded 
as present. The previous day the Senate 
finance committee had reported favorably 
the same bill, which was introduced in 
the Senate by Senator Simeon D. Fess of 
Ohio. The finance committee considered 
the bill at one brief executive session and 
reported it without amendment. 

Opponents of the bill were fearful that 
an attempt would be made to attach the 
medicinal spirits bill as a rider on the 
prohibition reorganization bill. Assur- 
ance that this would not be done was 
given by dry leaders before the vote was 
taken in the Senate upon applying cloture 


jam 


on the prohibition reorganization _ bill. 
Several Senators who voted for cloture 
would not have done so without this 


promise, Cloture was applied by a mar- 
gin of only one vote and it was apparent 
that if the dry forces who were most ac- 
tive on behalf of the prohibition reorgani- 
zation bill had linked the two measures 
both would have failed. 

The medicinal spirits bill was the sub- 


ject of heated debates in the House. 
There was opposition from certain active 
drys and certain active wets, although 


approval of the measure by both dry and 
wet organizations was claimed. 

The National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation and the National Association of 
Retail Druggists continued their active 
campaign against the bill, the former be- 
cause of the elimination of wholesalers 
from the distribution of medicinal spirits 
and the latter because of various objec- 
tionable features, including control of 
prices and a requirement for the placing 
of prices paid by the retailer on all bottles 
sold at retail. 

Amendments adopted in the House in- 
cluded one offered by Representative Wil- 


liam BE. Hull, of Illinois, a former dis- 
tiller, limiting distillers holding permits 
to manufacture medicinal 


I spirits to a 
margin of profit for manufacture of ten 
cents per gallon net and for bottling to 
50 cents per case net and for storage to 
ten cents per barrel per month. This 


amendment was approved by a vote of 
123 to 19. , 
Another amendment adopted on the 


motion of Mr. Hull authorized the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to fix a resale price 
at which distilled spirits should be sold 
to the public, which price should not ex- 
ceed the price paid by the retailer plus 
100 percent gross profit. : 
Among those expressing opposition to 
the medicinal spirits bill during the House 
debate was Representative Frederick R 
Lehlbach, of New Jersey. Mr. Lehlbach 
opposed the elimination § of wholesale 
druggists and offered an amendment to 
provide for distribution through whole- 
salers, but his amendment was rejected. 
Lincoln C. Andrews, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Treasury. is planning confer- 
ences within the next few weeks to deal 
with the medicinal spirits situation in the 
absence of legislation. He intends to 
obtain an agreement from distillers which 
will provide for a limitation of the num- 
ber of permits issued for manufacturing 


supplies needed in the future. Present 
laws give the Secretary of the Treasury 
authority to issue permits for such pur-

In every Way the Italian nation is on its feet 
with face forward toward a future that the 
people are convinced will lead back to the old

ness men and the French government That, 
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with the unstable exchange, is counting heavily 
against the rehabilitation of France. 

Germany is a beehive Germany is working 
hard to meet her obligations and is doing it. 
She realizes that never again can she have the 
foothold in the United States that she formerly 
held through the chemical and dye industries, 
but she is going after chemical and dye busi- 
ness in all markets of the world with a char- 
acteristic intensity and one-mindedness that is 
making the country a strong competitor of 
England, France and other continental coun- 
tries. Her finances are in good shape; her 
money is well stabilized. She is going for- 
ward fast toward a position where she will 
influence world commerce strongly. 

Mr. Huisking’s stay in Holland was too 
brief to allow him to form more than a 
fleeting impression of conditions in that 
country. On arrival in England, he was 
struck with the manner in which the 
British people have fought back from the 
chaos that shrouded the nation during the 
general strike. Business conditions there 


are better, he said, than at any time 
since the end of the war. Continuing, he 
said :— 


The people are cheerful, industrious and busy, 
Unemployment has been decreasing at the rate 
of about 30,000 men per week, and the reduc- 


tion of that drag on national prosperity has 
been very steady for some months past. The 
world, in terms of Europe at least, still looks 


on London as the financial center of the world, 
and the British are doing everything honor- 
ably possible to speed the day when the finan- 


cial influence of London will be as great as it 
was before the World War set the center of 
finance in the United States England is 


fostering emigration to her colonies, and rightly 
so. She has a surplus population that is sturdv 
of stock, strong in character, high-minded and 
purposeful. In colonizing her possessions with 
such men and women, the British Empire will 
be immeasurably strengthened from the core to 
rim. 


The cost of living and travel in all 
countries Mr. Huisking found to be very 
high. Tourists are paying a heavy pre- 


mium for the pleasures that the old world 
affords. and sometimes it seems as though 
the burden were more than the pleasure 
derived. Food, shelter, raiment, -transpor- 
tation, not to mention ordinary pleas- 
ures and luxuries. are high and, of course. 
the traveler feels the effect of high costs 

more than those who come to stay. 

Mr. Huisking declared that his trip was 
one of much pleasure and considerable 
profit, notwithstanding the strenuous- 
ness of travel. He opened up new sources 
of supply for his company, provided new 
outlets for American merchandise, 
strengthened old connections and took on 
new ones. He feels that Europe will 
increasingly be a market for American 
surplus production, and that the future 
for both the Continent and the United 
States is far brighter than it was when 
he made his last previous visit abroad 
in 1925. 





Foreign Commerce Service 
Now Has a Legal Status 


WASHINGTON, March 1, 1927. 
After several years of effort the De- 
partment of Commerce has obtained the 
enactment of a bill to establish a foreign 
commerce service in the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce. The Dill 


was passed by the senate yesterday, 
having been passed by the house last 
spring. 


The bill gives legal status to commer- 
cial attaches and other foreign agents of 
the Department of Commerce. Appro- 
priations for foreign agents have been 
made from year to year. but the items 
have been subject to a point of order in 
appropriation bills because of a lack of 
authorization. 

The new measure authorizes the offi- 
cers of the foreign commerce service un- 
der the direction of the Secretary of Com- 
merce to promote foreign commerce of 
the United States, investigate and report 


upon commercial and industrial condi- 
tions and activities in foreign countries. 
which may be of interest to the United 


States, and perform such other duties as 


the secretary may direct in connection 
with the promotion of the industries, 
trade or commerce of the United States. 
The bill divides the foreign commerce 
officers into five classes. Class 1 includes 
those with compensation of $8,000 to 


$10,000; class 2, $6,000 to $8.000: class 3, 
$4.000 to $6,000; class 4. $3,000 to $4,000, 
and class 5, below $3,000.

Stipulations made public by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission with respect to 
practices that have been condemned as 


unfair methods of competition include one 
having to do with the use of the word. 
“French,” in the designating of domestic 
zine oxide. This stipulation applies to a 
company engaged in the sale of paint and 
paint products. Under the terms of the 
stipulation, the company agrees to cease 
and desist from alleged unfair methods 
and practices in connection with false and 
misleading brands and labels. As is cus- 
tomary in connection with the making 
public of stipulations of this character, 
the name of the company is not disclosed. 

As a consideration for the signing of 
the stipulation, the commission has dis- 
missed proceedings instituted against the 
company. Commissioner Nugent dis- 
sented from the order dismissing the case 





on the ground that a formal complaint 
should have been issued, and the case 
tried in order that the public might be 


infromed of the situation. 
The 


company was involved in a com- 
plaint relative to the use of labels on 
cans describing products as “French 
White Zine.” followed in smaller type 


by the word, “compound.” and a pictorial 


representation of a seal bearing the 
words, “Republique Francaise,” in con- 
nection with the words, “Paris” and 
“Seal”; when in truth and in fact. ac- 
cording to the. commission, the products 
so labeled and described were not pro- 


duced by a French process, but were pro- 
duced in the United States by an Amer- 
ican process. 

The respondent agreed to cease and 
desist forever from the use of the word, 
“French,” and the words, “Republique 
Francaise,”” to describe its products or 





any other word or words or insignia, 
which may have the capacity and ten- 
dency to confuse the public into the 
belief that the products contained zine 
oxide manufactured under the French 
process; and the respondent further 
agreed to cease and desist from the use 
of the words, “white zinc,’’ to describe 
its products, unless the words, “white 
zine,” are accompanied by ‘the’ word, 


“compound,” in equally conspicuous type 
or unless the products are composed ex- 
clusively of zine oxide. It was also 
agreed that, if the respondent should 
ever resume or indulge in the practices or 
should in any manner violate the terms 
of the stipulation, the agreement may be 
used against it in a proceeding by the 
commission.

Chicago Paint Club 
Hears P. H. Callahan 


CHICAGO, March 3, 1927. 


The Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of 
Chicago held its first meeting of 1927 at 
the Chicago Athletic Asssociation tonight, 
with P. H. Callahan, president of the 
Louisville Varnish Company and former 
president of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association, as the guest of 
honor and speaker. 

Mr. Callahan chose as his topie the 
employe-management and _ profit-sharing 
plan which has been in effect in the com- 


pany he heads for more than twelve 
years. Hie declared that the plan has 
been almost uniformly successful over a 


period of years, in good times and in bad. 

He said in part :— 

The worker sooner or later wants to be recog- 
nized as a member of the firm. That is human 
nature, therefore I will outline briefly to you a 
plan my company has practiced for more than 
twelve years. There is no question of benev- 
olence involved; on the contrary, we put the 
plan into operation from purely selfish mo- 
tives: to see what results we would get. 

I do not recommend the plan as a panacea 
for all the difficulties that arise between cap- 
ital and labor, or as a plan that will work out 
in all types of industries. Our plan in a sen- 
tence is this:—When the profits we will make 
for the year begin to be indicated by our books 
we deduct 6 percent on our invested capital, 
and what is left is divided into two parts of 
which the stockholders get half and the other 
half of which is divided equally among all 
employes with the single exception of the presi- 
dent. 

This distribution of profits in the peak years 
of 1919 and 1920 amounted to 58 percent and 
52 percent respectively or the average salary 
paid in our plant. We find the plan has made 
everyone in our employ an inspector. It re- 
quires no special education or knowledge for 
the lowest type unskilled laborers we employ 
to realize that when the company loses by their 
earelessness or inefficiency they must share half 
of the loss. We have eliminated every sem- 
blance of foreman supervision and supplanted 
it by employe supervision. We find that we 
still have more profits than most of our com- 
petitors because of this system. 

The business session was brief. A let- 
ter from the Paint and Wall Paper Deal- 
ers’ Association requesting a committee 
of the club be appointed to confer with a 
committee of the dealers’ organization to 
discuss ways and means to eliminate 
abuses in the industry was referred to the 
executive committee. 

The following were elected members of 
a committee to nominate officers and dele- 
gates to the national convention :—H. A. 
Melum, Benjamin Moore & Co.; Frank L. 
Sulzberger. Enterprise Paint Manufac- 
turing Company, and John E. Thomas, 
Chicago White Lead & Oil Company.

Caustic Acid Measure 
Is Passed by Congress 


Labeling Bill Thought to Have 
Little Chance, Is Now 
Effective 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1927. 


Without debate the House this week 
passed the Senate caustic acid bill which 
has been opposed by drug interests and 
which was thought to have little chance 
of enactment at this session. The bill, 
exactly as passed by the Senate last 
spring. was reported favorably by the 
House committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce on Tuesday and passed by 
the House March 2 and sent to the Presi- 
dent, who signed it today. 

Proceedings in the House occupied 
about a minute's time. Representative 
James S. Parker, of New York, chairman 
of the committee on interstate and for- 
eign commerce, called up the bill for 
action. The clerk read the title of the 
bill. Representative Finnis Garrett, of 
Tennessee, minority leader, asked if_ it 
had been reported unanimously and Mr. 
Parker replied in the affirmative. Speaker 
Longworth asked if there was any objec- 
tion to the consideration of the _ bill. 
There was no objection and the Speaker 
declared the bill passed. No explanation 
of its terms was made, and members of 
the House in attendance appeared un- 
aware of the fact that there was any 
opposition. 

The bill was favored by the American 
Medical Association and was designed 
chiefly to require the use of poison labels 
on lye sold for household use. The Amer- 
ican Drug Manufacturers’ Association in 
protesting aainst the bill offered no ob- 
jection to a requirement for a poison label 
on lye, but opposed the sweeping nature 
of the bill, which applies to a long list 
of caustic or corrosive acids and alkalis. 
Physicians who defended the bill said its 
purpose was a humanitarian one and was 
intended to reduce so far as possible acci- 
dents, particularly to young children. 

The bill is to be known as the Federal 
Caustic Poison Act. It prohibits the ship- 
ment or delivery for shipment in inter- 
state or foreign commerce of any danger- 
ous caustic or corrosive substances In a 
misbranded parcel, package, or container 
suitable for household use. The term 
“misbranded” is defined as meaning 
poisons of a conspicuous label bearing the 
word “poison” in legible type.

Consuming manufac- 
turers and sellers of materials were 
showing more disposition to get to- 
gether on the matter of prices, and 
the number of changes during the 
week was larger than for several 
weeks past. General opinion in the 
trade appeared to be that a good busi- 
ness was in sight for the next month 
or so, and the trade was making prep- 
arations for an active spring miove- 
ment. 

Strenghening of the pig lead market 
was a factor which was coming in for 
considerable attention during the 
week. The leading seller announced 
two price advances during the week, 
aggregating 4c. per pound. While the 
advance has not yet reached the point 
where prices for lead pigments and 
oxides have been affected, another in- 
crease of 10 points or more wi'l auto- 
matically bring on a 25 point jump in 
corroders’ prices for dry pigments and 
oxides in casks. The stronger metal 
market has also tended to bring about 
a firmer feeling in chrome vellow, 
chrome greens, and other paint ma- 
terials in which lead costs figure. 

Varnish and lacquer manufacturers 
have lagged behind the remainder of 
the market in their buying activities, 
and this division of the market was 
affected comparatively little by the in- 
creased trading noted in other 
branches of the trade. A number of 
downward price revisions have been 
made by varnish gums importers, and 
importers believe that this action will 
stimulate buying somewhat.

—Turpentine Receipts Small—Domestic 
And Foreign Markets Irregular 


There was no material broadening of 
business in the local market for naval 
stores last week although at one time 
a somewhat better inquiry was noted 
for turpentine due to a sharp upturn 
in prices in Southern and foreign mar- 
kets. As a rule, however, purchasing 
of spirits well as other products 
was limited to unimportant quantities. 
Turpentine and rosin were irregular 
with minor commodities steady. 

Rather wide changes occurred 
turpentine quotations in 
centers, the trend at both Savannah 
and Jacksonville being upward early 
in the week, prices at one time being 
je. to 8c. per gallon above the lowest 
quotations of the previous week. Sub- 
sequently a weaker feeling again de- 
veloped, however, and a partial reces- 
sion took place. Changes in prices 
across the water were also frequent, 
an advance occurring at London and 
Liverpool early in the period with a 
setback later. 

The irregularity in domestic turpen- 
tine markets had a tendency to cur- 
tail business, buyers being disposed to 
await further developments, and daily 
sales at Savannah and Jacksonville 
were small. Futures were also quiet, 
the temporary spurt in spot prices ap- 
parently having no effect upon the 
attitude of buyers. The last business 
of this character reported was said to 
haye been closed at 62%c. per gallon, 
Savannah basis, May-August _ ship- 
ment. 

Receipts of turpentine at 
points were small. Owing 
cided change in weather 
prospects for an early, movement of 
the new crop were considered less 
favorable. Temperatures in the South 
were much lower with reports current 
of snow at some points. On Wednes- 
day temperatures in parts of Georgia 
and the Carolinas ranged from 26 to 
30 degrees. 

A development of interest in the 
rosin situation was an increase in the 
outward movement at primary mar- 
kets, both Savannah and Jacksonville 
reporting large shipments. Clearances 
from the latter market on Tuesday 
exceeded 10,000 barrels. 

Primary quotations showed irregu- 
larity, changes being moderate much 
of the time. There was a fair inquiry 
for spot material and reports were 
also current of further sales of new 
crop futures. The movement of rosin 
from the interior to the seaboard con- 
tinued small and there was a rather 
marked shrinkage in primary stocks.

The commission advised that 
rates be established in accordance with 
its findings within sixty days after serv- 
ice of the report. If that is not done, the 
matter may be brought to its attention 
with request for entry of an appropriate 
order. 


Muscle Shoals Question 
Left in Air by Congress 


WASHINGTON, March 4, 1927. 

The Muscle Shoals question was left 
without action when Congress adjourned. 

The House Millitary Affairs Commit- 
tee yesterday approved a unanimous re- 
port from a subcommittee which recently 
held hearings on the two most recent 
offers for the Muscle Shoals plants, those 
of the American Cyanimid Company and 
the Farmers’ Federated Fertilizer Cor- 
poration. This report held that neither 
offer met in all particulars the funda- 
mental conditions regarded as desirable 
in leasing the Muscle Shoals property. 

The committee report held that unless 
a satisfactory bid is received by the time 
Congress convenes next December an ef- 
fort should be made to secure an operat- 
ing contract for the production of fer- 
tilizer at Muscle Shoals and failing in 
this, consideration should be given to the 
desirability of the creation of a govern- 
ment corporation to operate the plants. 

The committee report did not call for 
action by the house. 

The filibuster which tied up all legisla- 
tion in the senate during the closing days 
made it impossible to obtain action on a 
resolution reported from the senate com- 
mittee on agriculture proposing a_ ten- 
year experimental operation period. 

The Senate Committee on _ Aricul- 
ture approved the Norris resolution for 
completion of plants at Muscle Shoals by 
the government and operation on an ex- 
perimental basis for a ten-year period. 
The resolution was intended as a compro- 
mise plan, but it was opposed by Senator 
Charles S. Deneen, chairman of the joint 
Congressional Muscle Ssoals Committee, 
and others favoring the offer of the Asso- 
ciated Power Companies. The Norris 
resolution authorizes the appropriation of 
not to exceed $10,000,000 for the imme- 
diate commencement of construction of 
fertilizer plants either at Muscle Shoals 
or elsewhere.

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Moderate Fluctuations in Seed Prices — Buenos 
Aires ,Higher—Argentine Exports Larger 
—Port Stocks Gain—Oil Trade Fair 


Fluctuations in flaxseed prices in 
foreign and domestic markets were 
confined within moderate limits dur- 
ing the past week and net changes for 
the period were small, Trading in do- 
mestic centers continued on a small 
scale. Demand for cash seed continued 
good, but operators were disposed to 


hold aloof from futures, pending 
further developments in the South 
American market as well as in the 


general situation. 

The Buenos Aires market closed at 
a small net advance for the week. 
Shipments from Argentine showed a 
further increase, the clearance for all 
countries being 2,824,000 bushels 
against 2,348,000 in the previous week 
and 1,364,000 last year; since January 
1, 15,528,000 bushels against 15,248,000 
bushels in the corresponding period 
last year. Fine weather prevailed in 
Argentina and the movement from the 
interior to the seaboard continued free. 
Port stocks gained 400,000 bushels, 
bringing the total up to 7,200,000 bush- 


els against 4,600,000 bushels a year 
ago. 

Linseed oil ruled steady much of the 
time last week, although there was 


shading of prices at one time, compe- 
tition among crushers being keen. 
Cake and meal were steady. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon and other last-minute market de- 
velopments are reported on page 2. 


Flaxseed 


DULUTH, Minn., March 4, 1927. 


Only the spot seed shows signs of 
activity in the flax market here, and 
extra premiums have been the rule of 
late, particularly for the better grade 
of flax. The scarcity of receipts is 
largely credited with this condition. 
The options are having a vacation, and 
have been losing ground principally of 
their own weight. During the latter 
half of last week some losses were 
shown in March and May, but in the 
last few days they Have enough atten- 
tion to bring them back to almost 
where they were. 

There is some demand for flax for 
seeding in sight. A commission is 
now investigating the needs of the 
Northwest in this respect and it is 
known that a considerable amount of 
the better grades will have to be 
bought for certain sections to replace 
losses. This buying will begin very 
soon now, and that is one reason why 
the receipts at terminal points are 
showing a falling off. They are lwjd- 
ing the better seed back until they fjnd 
out what will be needed by the farmérs.

when Montana shippers moved out stocks 
ahead of the tax assessor, but the movement 
is falling off again in the country and termi- 
nal receipts will probably be light from now 
on. Unless there is considerable Montana 
seed to market the average quality is apt to 
be pretty low for the rest of the crop season. 
Attention of the farmers has been called to 
the poor germinating quality of high moisture 
seed and damage to quality due to poor har- 
vest weather. Seed flax of 95 percent germi- 
nating test is obtainable only in the western 
part of the producing belt. High moisture 
seed germinates as low as 70 to 75 percent. 


There is 750,000 bushels of flax in store in 
public elevators here, considerable of which is 
not of No. 1 grade. While choicer seed has 
been withdrawn from public and private stor- 
age for use, lower grades have been substi- 
tuted, so any increase in local public stocks 
does not mean that contract grade is accumu- 
lating. Holders of good elevator seed are be- 
coming encouraged, and unless the average 
quality of country run seed improves, much of 
the contract quality is apt to change hands 
before May 1, Interior mills keep pecking 
away at local and Duluth stocks. 

Local demand for choicer country run seed 
is very good at a premium over May futures. 
Duluth offered some good seed held on track 
to local crushers and also to interior crushers. 
No local purchases were reported, but the 
fact that a number of cars went through here 
on Duluth billing to interior points indicates 





that the interior mills bought some of the 
offerings. fies 

Local mills are running about half capacity 
and therefore are using about 125,000 bushels 
of seed weekly. Inasmuch as receipts of de- 
sirable seed are about half of requirements pri- 
vate stocks must be decreasing at about a 
rate of 60,000 bushels a week, perhaps 4 little 
more, 

Farm selling is very light again and ship- 


ments from interior elevators are limited. 
These shipments are expected to fall =

A fairly steady tone prevailed in the 
local market for linseed oil much of 
the time last week, although competi- 
tion between crushers continued keen 
and reports were current of sales of 
earload lots at a point or two under 
prevailing quotations. At the close, 
however, prices were unchanged for 
the week, crushers generally demand- 
ing 10.3c. to 10.4c. per pound in car- 
load lots, cooperage basis, and 9.5c. to 
9.6c. per pound in tank cars, March- 
April shipment. 

There was a fairly active demand 
from consumers in the paint and linol- 
eum industries, though the business 
closed for the week in forward posi- 
tions showed some decrease as com- 
pared with the preceding week. A 
steady movement was reported into 
consuming channels on unfillled con- 
tracts. 

Changes in flaxseed prices were con- 
fined within comparatively narrow 
limits throughout the week. Buenos 
Aires wound up at a slight rise. The 
movement of South American seed 
from the interior to the seaboard was 
heavy and _ stocks showed further 
liberal receipts. A fair demand for 
cash seed was reported in domestic 
markets.

No new condition developed in the oil mar- 
ket during the past week. There was consid- 
erable inquiry for May-August shipment, but 
very little contracting. Buyers still seem to 
think that they should be able to make pur- 
chases for delayed shipment on the basis of 
current quotations for nearby, and crushers 
are contrary-minded because of the cash seed 
situation possibilities and the uncertainty re- 
garding outlet for by-products through the 
spring and summer. There is no particular 
activity in immediate or nearby oil and most 
of the present run of orders is being cared for 
by Eastern plants. Shipping jnstructions on 
local maturing contracts are hardly fair at 
best. 

Sellers of small lots to nearby territory find 
business fairly steady in volume and shipping 
instructions come in with orders chiefly. This 
trade does not buy very freely for deferred 
shipments. Daily shipments are running light 
at present and there is no prospect for im- 
mediate improvement.

World Flaxseed Estimate 
Is Only 7 Percent Lower 


Estimates of flax area have now been 
received from 24 countries, which in 1925 
furnished 95 per cent of the estimated 
world total flax area. The total for 
these countries is only 0.7 percent be- 
low last year’s total for the same coun- 
tries, according to the Department of 
Agriculture. 

Estimates of flaxseed 
now available for all important coun- 
tries except India, from which no pro- 
duction estimate is expected until the 
beginning of June. Production for this 
season in reported countries is 7 per- 
cent below production in the same coun- 
tries in 1925. The first estimate of acre- 
age in India, as previously reported, is 
2,734,000 acres, compared with a revised 
first estimate for last year of 2,776,000 
acres No word has been received as 
to the condition of the crop at this time. 

Flax fiber production in Belgium for 
1926 is estimated to be 56 percent above 
last year’s crop, while in Poland produc- 
tion is about equal -to 1925. The total 
for 11 countries is 4.5 percent above the 
corresponding total for last year No 
definite idea of the world crop can be 
formed until an estimate is available for 
Russia, the world’s most important flax 
fiber producer.

Linseed Oil Freight on 
Pacific Coast Approved 


WASHINGTON, March 1, 1927. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has held that rates on linseed oil in car- 
loads from Portland, Ore., to Spokane, 
Tacoma, and Seattle, and to San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles, are not unreason- 
able or otherwise unlawful. The com- 
plaint of the Portland Linseed Oil Works, 
Inc., has been dismissed. The complain- 
ant sought to show that the rates were 
unduly prejudicial to the extent that they 
exceeded the rates contemporaneously 
maintained on cottonseed oil and an- 
alagous vegetable oils.

Ether.—Current needs were rather 
light last week, and in all respects the 
market had a routine aspect.

Formaidehyde.—Sieady demand on 
contract and tor prompt delivery in 
less than carlot quantities was reported 
last week. The market was free from 
competitive conditions, most produc- 
ers being indisposed to the granting 
of special concessions. Quotations were 
as follows:—Carlots, 114c. per pound; 
less than carlots, 11%c. to 11%e. 

Glycerin.—Refiners maintained 27c. 
to 27%c. per pound as an official figure 
for chemically pure material, but it 
was clear that firm orders in hand 
were being booked at fractionally lower 
prices from time to time. The market 
was quiet as to demand. Dynamite 
was quoted 24c, to 24%4c. per pound, 
but the figure would have to be re- 
duced to interest buyers at this time, 
according to some on spot. Soaplye 
was quoted 17c. to 17%4c., and saponi- 
fication, 18%c. to 19c. per pound, but 
both prices were nominal so far as 
attracting of buyers. 

CHICAGO, March 4.—Some business was 
done in chemically pure and soaplye crude 
glycerin during the past week, but orders 
were for small lots in all instances. Nothing 
has occurred to lend any support to the price 
structure, which continues to ease off. Ruling 
prices per pound were:—Dynamite, drums in- 
cluded, 25c.; soaplye crude, 80 percent basis, 
loose, 16%c. to lic.; chemically pure, car lots, 
drums included, 25c. to 25%c.; chemically 
pure, less than car lots, returnable drums, 
27c.; saponification, 88 percent basis, drums 
excluded, 18%c.

$1.40 to $1.55 per pound; manganese,

Guaiacol Carbonate.—Slowing down 
in demand for important quantities 
has been followed by the development 
of a fair sized jobbing request that has 
served to check the recent downward 
drift of values. Quotations last week 
were $2 to $2.50 per pound, according 
to seller. Reports from London indi- 
cate that that country is to remove the 
duty from this article. British holders 
of higher priced goods show a dis- 
position to dump stocks in their mar- 
ket. 

lodides.—Fairly steady undertones 
were reported, though immediate de- 
mand was deeply colored by a routine 
character that tended to keep sales 
volume down. A higher export duty 
on crude is being charged by the 
Chilean Government. It remains to be 
seen whether this increase will be paid 
by buyers here or absorbed without 
further change in the price for crude.

Menthol.—Demand was fairly active 
and resulted in a strong undertone be- 
ing maintained locally. ‘Stocks were 
moderate in size and the maintenance 
of request here has done exactly what 
many had _ predicted; namely, put 
prices up on the spot to a point closer 
in line with the replacement costs that 
had prevailed in Japan for some 
months past. Quotations here were 
$4.60 to $4.70 per pound. 

Mercurials.——Hard mercurials were 
fixed fast in the higher’ position 
reached during the price advance in 
the previous week. No trace of weak- 
ness could be discovered. On the con- 
trary, much strength was alleged to 
exist and there were those who ex- 
pected a rise in prices to come in the 
group of soft mercurials. Raw mate- 
rial was as strong as ever, which was 
pretty strong indeed. Quotations were: 
—Calomel, $1.66 per pound; corrosive 
sublimate, $1.32 to $1.47; bisulphate, 
$1.30; oxide, black, $3.53; oxide, yellow, 
$2.15; red precipitate, $1.77; white 
precipitate, $1.85; blue mass, U.S.P., 
79c. to 81c.; mercury and chalk, 76c.; 
ointment, 331% percent, 79c.; 60 per- 
cent, $1.04; 30 perecent, 76c.; citrine 
ointment, 52c. 

Methanol.—Prices for pure methanol 
were 5c. per gallon lower. Other kinds 
remained at unchanged prices. The 
market was very weak owing to the 
severe competition offered by im- 
porters of the synthetic article. Also, 
some sellers declared that so long as 
prices for 9fF percent and 97 percent 
remain at present levels the chances 
for business are poor. Quotations 
were:—95 percent, drums, 83c. to 85c.; 
barrels, 89c. to 91e.; tanks, 80c.; 97 
percent, drums, 85c. to. 87c.; barrels, 
tanks, 82c.; purified, drums, 85c. to 
87c.; barrels, 91c. to 93c.; tanks, 80c. 
to 85c. The advance in duty in the 
last few days of December, 1926, 
caused confusion in assembling the 
U. S. import figures of methanol which 
appeared as 31,5f1 gallons valued at 
$14,705, for the month of December, 
and were corrected to read 201,525 
gallons valued $93,249. This quantity 
was all dutiable at 12 cents. Some 
methanol arriving in December after 
the advance in duty is included in the 
figures for January, 1927, which are 
312,196 gallons valued at $140,810, all 
dutiable at the new duty of 18 cents 
per gallon. Production of crude me- 
thanol in January totaled 733,678 gal- 
lons, a gain of 12,860 gallons over De- 
cember., 

Methyl Acetone.—Prices have been 
reduced -in some quarters but not in 
others. Deliveries in tank car lots 
were 3c. cheaper at 82c. to 85c. per 
gallon; drums, 85c. to 90c. Lack of 
demand has served to soften the spot 
market materially. 

Methyl Salicylate.—Resale stuff at 
40c. per pound in tins seemed to fill 
a fair share of the open market orders 
last week. However, for substantial 
quantities and for material on con- 
tract over a period of time, the mak- 
ers’ schedule of 45c. to 48c. per pound 
in drums and 47c. to 50c. in tins pre- 
vailed. 

Oxalates. — Demand for this group 
turned irregular and dropped to a 
strictly jobbing requirement on the 
part of consumers. Prices were not 
adversely affected and, in fact, there 
seemed to be little tendency toward 
unusual competition as the result of 
the curtailment in demand for prompt 
delivery material. Quotations were:— 
Ammonium crystals, 35c. to 36c. per 
pound; cerium, 32c. to 33c.; iron, scales, 
88c. to 89c.; powder, 55c. to 58c.; iron 
and ammonium, 40c.; iron and potas- 
sium, 49c.: iron and sodium, 35c.; 
potassium neutral powder, 28c. to 33c.; 
sodium, neutral powder, 37c. to 38c. 

Quicksiiver.—rrices were strong at 
$102.50 to $103.50 per flask for spot 
goods, and though prompt delivery de- 
mand did not press strongly against 
spot supplies, there was no tendency 
toward unsettlement of local prices. 
That was due mainly to the fact that 
values in foreign markets bid fair to 
remain strong and high. Production 
there is not topping previous volume 
and the sold-up condition of some fac- 
tors serves as a strengthener all along

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Arnica Flowers and Hungarian Chamomile Hold 
Upward Trend—Belladonna Root Up 
Abroad—Saffron Cut 


The month of March opened up with 
demand reaching satisfactory propor- 
tions and with prices generally firm. 
Advances in quotations exceeded re- 
ductions by a limited margin but actual 
changes in prices contrasted rather 
sharply with the basically strong and 


exceptionally steady position of spot 
prices as a whole. In almost every 
instance strength in the market was 


due to either scarcity of goods for im- 


mediate delivery or to higher prices 
and small offerings at the various 
sources of supply. It certainly was 


not a buyers’ market last week; com- 
petition was not prominent most of the 
time during the week under review. 

The items outstanding for strength 
included arnica flowers, belladonna 
root, damiana, lobelia herb, Hungarian 
chamomile, balsam copaiba,_ stra- 
monium, elecampane and soap bark. 
Each and every one of these materials 
was in especially strong position due 
directly to the situation in the primary 
markets. European offerings of arnica 
flowers, chamomile and stramonium 
were extremely conservative and did 
not suggest the probability of a decline 
in prices at an early date. The only 
chance for lower spot prices was in 
the fact that some goods to come for- 
ward were bought at rates far under 
the prevailing, and virtually nominal, 
spot quotations for the materials men- 
tioned. 

Soap bark was in heavy demand 
and the tendency toward higher prices 
was prominent in view of the expan- 
sion in buying and the very high rates 
in force abroad. Elecampane was in 
good request on the spot and the with- 
drawal of competition assisted prices 
to a higher level. Damiana in the pri- 
mary market was held with great in- 
dependence of buyers’ bids. Reports 
had it that Europe was a buyer at 
rates higher than local dealers were 
at first inclined to pay. Belladonna 
root was in such low supply abroad as 
to make it almost certain that prices 
would be advanced sharply should im- 
porters endeavor to corral quantities 
of important size for immediate ship- 
ment. 

Valencia saffron eased off slightly 
due to some flowers being released by 


the Department of Agriculture. Va- 
lerian root was likewise reduced on 
spot and for a similar reason. Fur- 


thermore, offerings made on a to-arrive 
basis were made at prices cutting min- 
imum spot prices sharply. However, 
most factors were of the belief that 
substantial decline in local quotations 
for prompt delivery merchandise was 
not likely to take place. Cottonroot 
bark was lowered in one quarter that 
expects to obtain new crop goods 
at substantial concessions. Others 
doubted that the attempt would be 
successful and hence quoted former 
figures for spot goods. Cartagena 
ipecac was in better supply and prices 
were reduced promptly. Demand for 
any kind of ipecac has undergone con- 
siderable contraction.

Black Haw.—Needs of buyers were 
light but the market kept a firm under- 
tone despite the absence of more active 
interest. Prices were firm at 25c. to 
26c. per pound for root bark; tree 
bark, 15c. to 16c. 

Condurango.— Steady demand for 
quantities of routine size was reported 
and prices were well supported on the 
basis of 13c. to 14c. per pound. 


Cottonroot.— Quotations were reduced 
%c. to the basis of 12%c. to 13c. per 
pound. This reduction was made by 
one factor who expects to purchase 
ample quantities of bark at low prices 
in the primary market; he has readjus- 
ted spot prices accordingly. Others 
have pointed out that despite the huge 
cotton crop, prices for bark in the 
South have not declined. 

Cramp.— Genuine cramp bark was 
strongly maintained at 50c. to 52c. per 
pound owing to the comparative scar- 
city of the article and not because de- 
mand was specially active.

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Cottonseed Price Probe 
Is Ordered by Congress 


WASHINGTON, March 2, 1927. 

An investigation by the Federal Trade 
Commission of alleged price-control prac- 
tices of purchasers of cottonseed has been 
ordered under a resolution approved by 
the house today. The resolution was in- 
troduced by Representative John McDuffie 
of Alabama and was reported favorably 
yesterday by the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce. It was not a joint 
resolution; hence action by the senate 
was not required. 

The text of the resolution 
by the House follows :— 


as approved 


Whereas, the price paid the producers of 
cottonseed has been practically the same and 
uniform throughout the cotton-producing set 
tions of the country during the harvesting 
period for several years; and 4 

Whereas, it appears that those industries 
engaged in purchasing and processing cotton- 
seed are in agreement or combination on the 
prices to be pajd the producers in restraint 
of trade; therefore be it 

Resolved:—(1) That the Federal Trade Com- 
mission be and it is hereby directed to in- 
vestigate the action of those industries en- 
gaged in purchasing cottonseed for the pur- 
pose of crushing cottonseed, and those indus- 
tries engaged in refining, and otherwise pro- 
cessing and marketing cottonseed, to ascertain 
if there be a combination, agreement or ‘Asso~ 
ciation to fix prices of cottonseed or to violate 
any of the anti-trust laws. 

(2) The Federal Trade Commission shall 
make such investigation as is hereby directed 
with reasonable dispatch and report the re- 
sult of their findings to the House of Repre- 
sentatives as soon as possible 
(3) Should it be determined that any per- 


sons, firms, corporations or associations en- 
gaged in purchasing and processing ceotton- 
seed, maintain a monopoly in violation otf 


law, or use unfair methods of competition 
in commerce, the Federal Trade Commission 
shall forthwith by appropriate action proceed 
for the punishment of such practices or viola- 
tions of law in accordance with acts of Con- 
gress provided in such cases. 





Perfumery Freed from 
Revenue Tax on Imports 


The additional revenue tax of $1.10 per 
proof gallon imposed on importations of 
alcohol and the like is not applicable to 
certain perfumery, according to a ruling 
by the United States Customs Court s6us- 
taining a protest by Roger & Gallet, this 
city. The importer contended that the 
additional tax applied “only to extracts 
and not to ordinary perfumery.” This 
contention was found to be sustained by 
the evidence, and the court ordered the 
collector to reliquidate, refunding the in- 
ternal revenue tax imposed on the im- 
portation under the original classifica- 
tion.

Drug Sales in January 
WASHINGTON, March 1, 1927. 

Wholesale trade in drugs showed an 
increase in January, according to index 
figures of the Federal Reserve Board 
The index for drugs in January was 113. 
as against 110 in December and 111 in 
January, 1926. The highest total for 
the past year was 133, which was reached 
in March and October.

Messina Essences Easier—Sweet Almond Sold at 
Advance—Peppermint Steadier—Spot 
Petitgrain, Lime Cheaper 


Undertones in the market for essen- 
tial oils last week were steady in the 
main, Price devélopments included a 
stronger and higher market for sweet 
almond and easier undertones in the 
prices asked for most ecitrous oils; 
bergamot and distilled lime were sold 
ut lower levels. The majority of 
jtems were unchanged in value and 
were firmly maintained. 

Sweet true almond was in lower 
supply; several factors indicated that 
condition to be a fact with them while 
others said they held none on the spot 
und were buying from competitors. 
Hlowever, there are fair quantities 
coming along and as there has been 
no important change in raw material 
costs stabilization of the market is be- 
lieved certain to come. 

( ‘eylon citronella in drums sold at a 
slight advance. The higher price 
came about by the sale of the lot that 
had been previously held at lower 
levels, The market was no firmer; in 
fact, stocks were said to be ample and 
demand was poor. 

Cables from the Italian market in- 
dicated slightly lower prices for 
lemon, orange and bergamot and sug- 
sested the development of an easier 
undertone at the source of supply. 
Spot prices for bergamot were reduced 


moderately; those for lemon and 
orange were held without change. 
All were easier, however, under the 


influence of a somewhat circumscribed 


request during the period under re- 
view. Distilled lime was cheaper in 
price. However, with the beginning 
of the principal consumption season 


drawing quite near, most sellers felt 
that the market was due for moderate 
improvement in demand and probably 
Steadier prices. 

Domestic oils were all much steadier; 
the more intensive competition that 
had been noted has given way to a 
determination to maintain prices. 
Holders in the primary markets are 
heing quite successful in their determ- 
ination and the fact that, with the ex- 
ception of peppermint, stocks unsold 
in first hands 


; 1 are by no means op- 
pressive In size has contributed ma- 
terially to their success. Tansy, 


pennyroyal, erigeron, wormseed, worm- 
wood, and spearmint all have shared 
ine the improvement in undertone; 
prices for all of them on the spot were 
well maintained last week. Pepper- 
mint was less clearly defined, though 
there Was a firmer undertone in ef- 
fect here and in the west. The market 
was stronger temporarily at least. The 
future depends on how well demand 
absorbs the available stocks yet un- 
sold in firsthands. °

Almond.—Prices for sweet oil were 
advanced 8c. to the basis of 90c. to 95c. 
per pound. Temporary shortage in 
supplies was advanced as the reason for 


the rise in values. There has been 
little change in the import cost. 
Anise.—Firmness was the rule lo- 


cally last week. Prices were well main- 
tained at 60c. to 65c. per pound for 
U.S.P. goods and a fair amount of 
business was booked thereat. The sit- 
uation in the primary market has shift- 
ed little, but in the main the market 
there is also very firm. 

Bay.—Further increase in spot sup- 
plies failed to affect prices adversely. 
Quotations were $1.85 to $2.20 per 
pound, with steady demand filled on 
that basis. Reports from the primary 
market were not suggestive of further 
weakness in prices there. 

Bergamot.—Quotations on the spot 
eased off to the basis of $6.25 to $6.75 
per pound, depending on quantity and 
brand; it was a price reduction of 10c. 
from previous figures. A slightly easier 
undertone was reported from the pri- 
mary market, where demand had been 
less active of late. 

Capsicum. — Raw material remained 
very strong at the points to which 
prices recently advanced. Oleo- 


resin was also strong and well main- 
tained, with some sellers reporting 
rather low stocks. Quotations were $3 
to $3.25 per pound for U.S.P. VIII. 


Cassia.—Reports from the market in 
China indicated that the market there 
was firm and well maintained. Spot 


business was larger and broader, con- 


sumers showing a wider range of re- 
quirements. Quotations were firm at 
$2 to $2.15 per pound. 

Cedarleaf.—The market was strong, 


due to the light spot supply of oil and 
the strength evident in the first-hand 
market for the article. Prices here 
were $1.25 to $1.30 per pound, with de- 
mand good. 

Cedarwood.—Demand was moderate, 
but holders remained firm in_ their 
views, owing to the fact that competi- 
tion has been reduced among first-hand 
sellers of the article. Prices on the 
spot were 32c. to 35c. per pound. 

Citronella.—Ceylon oil in drums was 
le. higher at 34c. to per pound, 
while in tins the market was 35c. to 
36c. per pound. The market was little 
firmer, however. The higher price re- 


35e, 


sulted merely from the sale of the 
quantities recently available at 33c., 
the sale cleaning out the stock held 
thereat. Demand here has been light 


in the main and prices were far from 
being strong. Java oil was quoted 50c. 
to 55c. per pound. 

Clove.— Spice softened in the Far 
East and on the spot; the replacement 
cost was “spongy.” Oil was held un- 
changed on the spot under fair request. 
The recent upward tendency in prices 
was not in evidence. Quotations were 
$1.45 to $1.50 per pound. 

Erigeron.— Like numerous Western 
oils, erigeron has assumed a firmer 
position, and holders show ability to 
resist attempts to drive the first cost 
of the article down. Quotations on the 
spot were very steady at $5 to $5.25 per 
pound. 

Eucalyptus.— Steady demand for 
seasonable purposes kept the _ spot 
market active in sales and firm as to 


prices. Quotations were 53c. to 54ece. 
per pound in drums and 55c. to 57e. 


per pound in cases. 

Lemon.—The foreign market had an 
easier undertone and replacement of- 
ferings came through at lower prices 
in some cables last week. The declines 
in foriegn costs were moderate, how- 
ever. Spot prices held at $2.65 to $3.25 
per pound, depending strictly on brand. 


Demand for local supplies was no 
better than moderate. 
Lime.—Quotations for distilled oil 


were reduced 25c. to the basis of $6.50 
to $7 per pound, the range prevailing 
according to seller. Expressed oil was 
held unchanged at $9 to $9.50 per 
pound. Though the market at present 
was said to be somewhat easy, there 
was every reason to expect a firmer 
undertone when demand gets under 
way to cover manufacturing require- 
ments during the season of major con- 
sumption. 

Mace.—Prices held at $1.70 to $1.75 
per pound, and were firmly maintained 
mainly because the severe competition 
that had recently beset the market had 
been withdrawn by the lone seller who 
had slashed prices. Demand was light. 

Nutmeg.—The market seemed to be 
on a better basis due to the absence of 
the competition that had cut prices 
severely in the not far distant past. 
Quotations were’ $1.70. to $1.75 per 
pound. Requirement of buyers were 
on a hand-to-mouth basis. 

Orange.—Excitement in this article 
seemed to have withdrawn, but the 
market was none the less firm at the 
recently quoted prices. Withdrawal of 
excitement followed the development of 
a slightly easier tune in the Italian 
market, and the absence of pressing 
dem@gmd for spot deliveries. Quota- 
tions were:—American, expressed, 
$2.65 to $2.70; distilled, $2 to $2.15; 
Messina, expressed, $2.75 to 3.25; West 
Indian $2.50 to $2.65. 

Pennyroyal.—Undertones in the mar- 
ket for domestic oil were firmer at 
the source of supply. There was a 
more determined disposition to refuse 
to accept orders at shaded prices, Spot 
values were somewhat stronger as the 
result. Quotations were well main- 
tained at $2 to $2.15 per pound. Im- 
ported oil was steady at $1.65 to $1.75 
per pound. 

Petitgrain.—Due to the recent reduc- 
tion in the cost for replacement oil, 
the spot market turned easier and 
then lower in price last week; quota- 
tions were reduced 5c. to the basis of 
$1.70 to $1.80 per pound, and even a 
shade lower price was thought to be 
possible with firm orders in hand. 

Peppermint.—Prices were retained 
steady to firm throughout the past 
week; the advance in the previous pe- 
riod seemed to have been based on 
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D. W. HUTCHINSON & CO. Inc,

Advancing prices for Sumatra ben- 
zoin and mass and pipe gamboge, lower 
quotations for arabic, strong undertones 
in the carnauba and beeswax markets 
were developments that featured the 
market for gums and waxes last week. 
Demand was light for many materials, 
covering hand-to-mouth requirements 
of a conservative number of consum- 
ers. Competition was fairly active in 
the gum group, but in waxes there was 
little tendency to weaken prices to at- 
tract more spot business. 

Recent arrivals of Curacao aloes 
failed to weaken spot prices; much of 
the material moved directly to con- 
sumers and prevented accumulation of 
a surplus. Arabic was easier in under- 


tone and competition brought = spot 
prices lower for cleaned amber sorts. 
Other qualities were unchanged. The 


replacement market also favored 


buyers. 
Asafetida met poor demand through- 


out the period, but the fact that un- 
sold stocks in the hands of dealers 
were comparatively unimportant in 


size gave to prices a pronounced firm- 


ness of undertone. Sumatra benzoin 
was a feature at all times. The mar- 
ket was kept in low supply by the 


slowness or failure of the Department 
of Agriculture in the matter of releas- 
ing recent importations of the article. 
Demand continued good and kept 
prices advancing steadily. 

Camphor was in irregular request at 
unchanged prices. The primary mar- 
ket continued easy in undertone, but 
open prices cabled last week were no 
lower. Mass and pipe gamboge was 
not readily obtainable, and _ prices 
were advanced under steady buying 
and inquiry. Powder was held un- 
changed, though the tendency was up- 
ward. 

The wax group was strong in under- 
tone and seemed destined to remain so 
for months to come. All primary mar- 
kets are in strong position; they are 
even stronger than the spot, and that 
fact is counted a guarantee for the 
future movement of local prices. Of- 
ferings of carnauba and beeswax from 
the primary markets came in at strong 
and advancing prices. The tendency 
here was definitely in the same direc- 
tion. Japan wax was steadier, recent 
sales having absorbed much of the 
surplus stock that caused depression 
and decline in prices. The shipment 
market was very steady. 

Shellac failed to undergo material 
change in London, Calcutta or New 
York last week. Spot prices were 
easier and slightly lower. The feature 


of interest was the wide spread in 
estimates being made regarding the 


size of the Bysaki crop.

Higher Metal—Lead Arsenate Down 


Conflicting tendencies were apparent 
in the market for industrial chemicals 
last week, Spot trading and buying 
for prompt shipment was not very 
large as a rule. Manufacturers were 
making large shipments against stand- 
ing contracts in alkalies, bleaching 
powder, liquid chlorine, soda phosphate 


and sulphide. There was also large 
buying in blue vitriol. The agricul- 
tural demand for this chemical, while 
somewhat slow in getting started, has 
been extremely gratifying and manu- 
facturers were maintaining prices 


steadily. Good export sales were also 
made in this chemical. Usually, more 
substantial foreign business was being 
done in chemicals than was the case a 


year ago. Sales of caustic soda had 
been made at better prices during the 


previous week, and the association 
continued these quotations last week. 

Competition, however, was an un- 
settling factor in the situation and 
caused surface disturbances frequently. 
While manufacturers had not been dis- 
posed to quote lower prices openly, it 
Was apparent that transactions were 
often closed at levels at variance with 
actually quoted levels. Anhydrous am- 
monia was much debated. Leading 
makers quoted prices a good deal lower 
than had been named previously. Cur- 
tailment of production had not re- 
sulted in stabilzation of the market 
as vet. 

Advances in the price of the metal 
resulted in higher prices for tin deriva- 
tives. Bichloride was advanced «ec. 
per pound; crystals, %c., and oxide 2c. 
Lack of demand more than offset pos- 
sible delay in shipments, and antimony 
metal was %c. per pound less at the 
end of the week than it had been. 

Other changes in prices involved 
powdered arsenate of lead, which was 
subject to selling pressure and cheap- 
ened by lec. per pound. Permanganate 
of potash was also reduced by the 
sellers, who were keen after business 
which was not overly plentiful.

Roumania Boosts Duties 


The Roumanian ministry of finance has 
sent a circular order to all Roumanian 
custom houses announcing the increase 
December 11, 1926, of consumption and 
communal taxes, to be levied upon en- 
trance of goods into the country. Fol- 
lowing are the present rates of certain 
duties in lei per kilo:— 

Petroleum, 1; denatured gasoline, of more 
than 0.760 degrees density, for industrial 
purposes, 0.40; gasoline for automotive ve- 
hicles, of less than 0.760 density, 4; gas oil 
(crude mineral oil) for Diesel motors, 0.40: 
lubricating oil, 2; paraffin wax and stearin, 9; 
sugar, 4; and glucose, 2. 

The consumption taxes for communal 
funds have also been increased on a large 
number of commodities, among which are 
the following :— 

Caustic soda, vinegar, olive and vegetable 
ils, mineral waters, essential oils, oils for 
perfumes, fish oils. 

The minister of finance is now prepar- 
ing a third law to increase the so-called 
turnover (sales) tax from 1 to 2 percent, 
with the understanding that the 2 per- 
cent tax will be levied on all commercial, 
banking. industrial and other transact.ons 
and on imports, but not on the export of 
grain,

Salt Freight Raise Is 
Disapproved by I.C.C. 


Commission Finds Proposals of 
Carriers Unjustified 
In Most Cases 


The Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in a decision rendered in investigation 
and suspension docket No. 2440, has dis- 
appreved generally as unjustified, pro- 
posals of the railroads to increase certain 
rates on rock salt, in bulk, in carloads 
from producing points in New York to 
points in trunk-line territory. New Eneg- 
land, western territory and Canada 

Several exceptions were noted by the 

commission and new scale of reasonable 
rates Was prescribed for the future. 
_ Rates on salt in carloads from produc- 
ing points in Michigan and Ohio to des- 
tinations in trunk-line territory and New 
England were also found unreasonable 
and rates were prescribed for the future 
following the commission’s previous de- 
cision in Salt Cases of 1923. 

A summary of the commission's conclu- 
sion sfollows :— 


1. In i. & S. No. 2440, that the proposed in 
reases in rates incident to the change in 
description and tiinimum on common salt from 
the named producing points in New York State

Fertilizer Freight Raise

strict the existing basis for making joint 
through rates between points in South- 
eastern and Carolina territories on_ the 
ene hand, and stations in Missouri, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska and Colorado on the other, 
so as not to apply on shipments of ferti- 
lizer 

The effect of the proposed changes 
would be to increase the rate from Nash- 
“lle to Wichita. Kans., from $6.43 to 
$7.73 per ton of 2,000 pounds on fertilizer 
in carloads and to make similar increases 
to other points.

While hardly in as heavy demand as 
the chestnut, with the exception of 
quebracho, were steady in tone and 
prices unchanged. 


The most important change in tan- 
ning materials affected Sicilian sumac. 
Shipment prices on the ground were 
sharply lower following increased com- 
petition in the Italian market. Offer- 
ings abroad were also liberal and there 
had been less export trade than Italian 
factors had expected. Buying on the 
part of the American consumers in 
the past few months had been markedly 
below the average over the correspond- 
ing time of last year. The reductions 
in shipment prices last week amounted 
to about $7 per ton. It could not be 
said that the market displayed any 
particularly heightened activity as the 


result “of lower prices, although in- 
quiries began to come in more often 


toward the end of the week. 

Other changes in the prices of tan- 
ning materials affected the shipment 
prices of valonia mixtures. These were 
$3 per ton higher. Quotations on both 
the beards and mixtures had been 
forced up during the past month by 
heavy Russian buying, and at present 
levels few consumers here cared to 
buy.

production of sulphur’ in 


amounted to 1,890,057 long tons, com- 
pared with 1,409,262 long tons in 1925. 
en increase of 34 percent. according to 
the United States Bureau of Mines. The 


salient feature of the sulphur industry in 
1926, however. was the record-breaking 
shipments. which totaled 072,687 tons. 
valued at approximately $37,300,000, com- 
pared with 1.858 003 tons, valued at ap- 
proximately $29,000,000, in 1925, the pre- 





vious record year. Production figures 
were second only to those of 1923 and 
while still about 183,000 tons less than 


shipments, were closer than they had been 
since the closing down of the Union Sul- 
phur mine in Louisiana, in 1924 Over 
99.9 percent of the production was by two 
companies in Texas. while over 99.9 per- 
cent of the shipments was made by these 
companies and the company in Louisiana 
which is still shipping from stocks. The
